Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 24.—[Special.]J—The 
body of the late George W. G. Ferris was 
cremated this afternoon. 

The cremation was the result of a dying re- 
quest on the part of the famous inventor of 
the Ferris wheel. The ashes were gathered 
into a silver urn, and interred in a vault. 

It is said that the Manhattan Insurance 
company, which carried an insurance of 
$20,000 upon the life of Mr. Ferris, last week 
lifted the policy from a. Pittsburg bank, 
where it had been placed as collateral fof 
a loan of $1,500. Mr. Ferris, it is said, sur- 
rendered his policy to liquidate a note, the 
insurance company lifting the obligation at 
the bank and canceling the policy. 

It is also said that at one time Mr. Ferris 
carried insurance to the extent of $160,000 
on his life, but that a large amount was held 
as collateral in the banks for loans,® 


SIXTEEN BURN IN A PRAIRIG FIRR. 


Two Sisters Save the Lives of Twenty 
Indian Pupils in a Catholic 
Mission by Heroic Work. 


Guthrie, Ok., Nov. 24-—[Special.J—A dis- 
astrous prairie fire swept over the Seminole 
country this morning near Rochelle. Six- 
teen persons, it is reported, were burned to 
death by the raging flames. 

A Catholic mission was saved by the heroic 
work of Sisters Freda and Kirk. 

These two sisters fought the flames for 
two hours with blankets and saved the lives 
of twenty Indian pupils. The fire was 
started by outlaws, who were fleeing from a 
posse of Deputy Marshals. Most of the peo-

Contractor Philbrick, who was in charge 
of the railroad gang, went away after his 
arrest, but some of his subordinates were 
not. so easily frightened, and again took 
possession of the hole in the street. They 
were rapidly completing their task when 
Esson returned from the city. New war- 
rants were secured, and about a score of 
men were taken before Justice Sherman by 
the constables. 

A new gang, which had been in reserve, 
instantly took their places, and when Es- 
son’s men attempted to dislodge them stones 
were thrown. That bloodshed was averted 
was probably only due to -the number of 
constables present. Later the entire force 
of railroad men was arrested again and re- 
leased upon its being discovered that the 
warrants were defective. 

Esson ran a heavy steam roller and some 
wagons into the hole and posted guards to 
keep the railroad men out.

‘The first trial of the Competitor prisoners, 
it was generally admittted, was.a gross vio- 
lation of the treaty stipulations. “Even 
though the Madrid authorities ordered a 
suspension of sentence at the demand of 
Minister Taylor, the prisoners were still 
subject to sentence, which may be carried 
out at any time at the will or whim of the 
Spanish Government.

the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations 
in secret session which went to show that 
Captain-General Weyler in no case openly 
recognizes the treaty rights of the United 
States in regard to so-called insurgent 
prisoners, but that he describes concessions. 
evidently made under treaty provisions 
as mere favors to the United States, thus 
placing this government in the attiutde of 
being under obligations to Spain, 


Prisoners Showed No Resistance, 


The Captain, engineer, and other officers 
of the war launch Mensajarra, which cap- 
tured the Competitor, testified that the pris- 
oners made no resistance whatever, but 
yielded to the demands of the officers of the 
launch without a struggle, and that they 
had no arms upon their persons. In spite 
of this Capt.-Gen. Weyler would certainly 
have carried out the sentence of death im- 
posed by the court-martial had not the 
threatening attitude of the State Depart- 
ment compelled the government at Madrid to 
order the suspension of the sentence. 

While, as has been previously stated, there 
is as yet no official confirmation of the story 
that there has been another secret trial and 
sentence, enough is known of the temper of 
the Spaniards in Havana to make it apparent 
that the situation is critical. 

If Spain wants to provoke a war with the 
United States the Competitor case is about 
the handiest thing to do it with. The pro- 
test forwarded to Madrid.through Minister 
Taylor was, it is said, something in the 
nature of an ultimatum. The Spaniards 
were told in polite diplomatic language that 
if the treaty rights were ignored and the 


| Competitor prisoners shot down without a 


public trial an American ship of war would 
soon be found in Havana harbor to protect 
the rights of American citizens because the 
local authorities did not execute the laws. 


Cause of Cleveland’s Secrecy. 


It is believed that the severity of this dis- 
patch to Minister Taylor was the real rea- 
son why President Cleveland declined to fur- 
nish the Senate with a copy of the corre- 
spondence, even for consideration during an 
executive session. The Competitor was 
captured last April, and ever since then the 
prisoners have been confined without a trial, 
although the express language of the Cush- 
ing protocol indicates that the trial shall 
be ‘‘in due season.”’ 

The horrible fate which befell the Virginius 
prisoners is a sufficient warning of what 
Spain is liable to do in defiance of treaty

civilized nations. If it should prove true that 
another: trial had been held without the 
knowledge of Vice-Consul Springer war be- 
tween this country and Spain could not pos- 


the execution of the death sentence. 

Secretary Olney paid. an early visit to the 
White House this morning almost before the 
usual hour for opening the State Department 
and it is surmised that the purpose of his visit 
was to assure the President that the news- 
papers’ reports had not been confirmed by 
official dispatches. In spite of this thereisa 
story afloat to the effect that Captain-Gen- 
eral Weyler’s sudden return to Havana is to

One of the pris- 
oners on the Competitor was admitted to be 
a British subject, but this fact has never 
been thoroughly established, 


DISEASE PLAYS HAVOC IN CUBA. 


Sanitary Conditions on the Island Said 
: to Be Terrible. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—[(Special.]—Ac- 

cording to the latest information received 

from Havana by Surgeon-General Wyman of 
the Marine Hospital service, sanitary affairs 
are in a bad way in the Gem of the Antilles. 

Sanitary Inspector Burgess, in a report 

dated Nov. 14, says: 2. 

“ Yellow-fever has. increased considerably 
during the last week, among soldiers, and 
smallpox among civilians. Other infectious 
diseases exist to a moderate extent. During 
the week which ended Nov. 12 there were 
200 deaths in Havana. Of these 88 were 
caused by yellow-fever, 86 of whom were 
Spanish soldiers in the military hospitals in 
the city. All the fifty deaths from smallpox 
were among civilians, There are over 10,000 
sick and wounded. Spanish soldiers in the 
city and its immediate suburbs. 

‘The weather continues excessively warm 
for the season of the year, the thermometer 
ranging from 84° to 90°. The government 
has taken pogsession of and is occupying all 
the large sugar and general store houses 
around the harbor for military quarters and 
h@ppitals for soldiers. It is not difficult to 
foresee what will soon be the sanitary con- 
ditions of these places and their contents.’’ 

What is true of Havana applies with equal 
force to Santiago, where yellow-fever still 
prevails among the. unacclimated troops. 
Many of the soldiers are at the military hoses 
pital at Santiago suffering from this terrible 
disease, and aljl forms of malarial fevers 
prevail, especially intermittent and typhoid 
type. The weather has cooled somewhat and 
the prevalence of 4 north wind has caused 
great suffering among the natives. 


PROTESTING AGAINST FILIBUSTERS. 


Spanish Legation Preparing a List of 
Violations of Neutrality Laws. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—[Special.]— 
The Spanish Legation in this city is com- 
piling a formidable list of what it claims 
to be violations of the neutrality laws, and 
laying them before the Treasury officials 
with protests in each case against the con- 
tinuance of filibustering operations from this 
country. 

The claims of Americans against Spain ag- 
gregate fully $12,000,000, and it 1s certain 
Spain’s,claim for damages against this 
country, based on filibustering operations, 
will be fully as great. The list pre- 
pared chronologically begins with May, 
1895, before itis allewed the Amadis, the La- 
gonda, and the Baracoa, took arms, ammuni- 
tion, and men to Cuba. 

Aug. 28, 1895, an important seizure of arms 
was made at Cedar Key by the Collector of 
Customs. They were released and on the 
steamship Three Friends arrived in Cuba, 
one to the Spanish Minister’s state- 
ment. 

The George W. Childs carried an expedi- 
tion of forty-seven men with arms and 80,000 
rounds of ammunition. May 21 and July 20

Men at Bremen Also Deniand an In- | 


erease in Wages from Their Em- 
ployers — Hamburg-American Line 
Forced to Divert Its Freight and 
Passenger Traflic to Bremen, Ant- 
werp, and Rotterdam Companies—

“Hamburg, Nov. ‘24.—The dockers’ strike 
threatens to extend from here to Bremen, 
where the men have announced that they 
would strike unless their employers con- 
ceded an increase of wages by 6 o’clock to- 
The employers replfed ‘that they 
would give their decision in three days’ time. 

There are now 5,500 Hamburg dockers out 
on strike, but the sailors are also disposed 
to strike for higher wages. The London Sea-. 
men’s-Union has promised to stpport them 
financially and to refuse to discharge the 
cargoes of non-union vessels arriving from 
Hamburg. 

Owing to the strike the officials of the 
Hamburg-American line are diverting their 
freight and passenger traffic to the Bremen, 
Antwerp, and Rotterdam companies be- 
longing to the North Atlantic Steamship 
Association, who have undertaken all lia- 
bilities and contracts. 

A dispatch from Luebeck announces that 
serious labor disturbances broke out early 
this morning. While the employés of the 
Thiels enamel factory were going to work a 
body of strikers belonging to the same con- 
cern attacked the workmen and a free fight 
followed. A number of shots were fired. 
Several persons were seriously wounded, 
and many arrests were made. 4 


ANNUAL MEETING OF COBDEN CLUB. 


Joseph Chamberiain’s Zollverein Idea 
Is Opposed. 

London, Nov. 24.+The annual meeting of 
the Cobden club took place this afternoon, 
Lord Farrar of Abinger presiding. 

The committee report for 1895-'06 was read. 
It speaks of the tendency of the Conserva- 
tives in the direction of protection, and the 
needof increased activity on the part of the 
Cobdenites. It quotes Canadian and other 
colonial statesmen against* the plan ‘of 
Joseph Chamberlain for the establdshment 
of an imperial zolverein, and denounces 
the cattle bill of last session as a measure 
of protection. It regards the Canadian 
election as most encouraging to free traders, 
and expresses the hope that the circum- 
stances under which the election was fought 
in the United States will “avert injury to 
international trade, which might otherwise 
be expected from the election of McKinley.”’ 

There were only thirty-flVe members of 
the club present, including Fisher Unwin, 
Sir Wilfred Lawson, Shaw-Lefevre, and Sir 
Henry Rosco. 

Lord Farrar reviewed at fength the re- 
lations of Great Britain with the other 
powers in regard to free trade, and said: 

“The most important event of the year 
is McKinley’s election. He was the man 
Cobdenites thought the worst that could 
be selected until Bryan was nominated, and 
we do not disguise our delight at McKin- 
ley’s election. We'shall await his action 
regarding protection.”’ 

Lord Playfair explained at length the is- 
sues of the campaign in the United States, 
said free trade had not any part in it, and 
Bhowed the club members present a dollar 
which he said contained 100 cente’ worth of 
silver and contraste t with another dollar 
which he produced, ntaining 51 cents’ 
worth of silver. These coins, when passed 
among the audience, created amusement. 

Ro! the course of his remarks Lord Playfair 
s : 

“When I arrived in America in August 
last the mills were all closed and when I left 
they were all running and every man was 
employed. I talked with many manufact- 
urers, Who claim that the Wilson tariff is 
gocd enough. They said they did not desire 
a change, and thought that a return to high 
protection was not likely, because McKinley 
was elected by all parties.’’ 

Throughout his speech Lord Playfair 
(whose wife was a Miss Russell-of. Boston, 
Mass.) referred to Mr. Bryan as “ Bryant.’’ 


EARL RUSSELL GOES ON THE STAND. 


—_——— 


His Testimony Plays Havoc with the 
* Dates of the Defense. 

London, Nov. 24.—When the trial of Lady 
Selina Scott, mother of Cquntess Russell; 
John Cockerton, an engineer; Frederick 
Kast, a groom; and William Aylett, a valet, 
charged by Earl Russell with criminal 
libel, was resumed at the Old Bailey this 
morning, Justice Hawkins announced that 
a scandalous attempt had been made to 
tamper with the jury by means of an anon- 
ymous letter to the foreman. - 

Earl Russell was the first witness today, 
and he emphatically denied the allegations 
of misconduct. His evidence tended toshow 
that it was impossible for the alleged of- 
fenses to have taken place on the dates men- 
tioned. : 

After Earl Russell had been on the witness 
stand for a couple hours, ‘Marshall Hall, 
counsel for the male defendants, applied 
for permission to alter the dates in the plea 
of justification his clients had made. This 
brought on a sharp altercation with the 
bench, during which Justice Hawkins hotly 
charged Mr. Hall with being disrespectful 
to him and with insulting Sir Frank Lock- 
wood, Q. C., counsel for the Earl. Mr. Hall 
thereupon apologized, and the incident was 
closed by the Justice stating that any altera- 
tion of the dates in the plea of Mr. Hall’s 
clients would have to be supported by the 
strongest affidavits. 

Earl Russell introduced the name of 
Santayana, professor of moral philosophy at 
Harvard, who, withess testified, was with 
him during part of the 18th and 19th of June, 
1887, at Winchester, and it was this state- 
ment apparently which influenced defend- 
ant’s counsel to ask that the date be altere 
from the 19th to the 20th. 

Prof. Santayana, it appears, was also the 
guest of Earl Russell on his yacht in June, 
1888, while ascending the River Rhone from 
the Mediterranean. 


PRESENT SITUATION IN TURKEY. 


M. Hanotaux Makes an Explanation at 
a Cabinet Meeting. 

Paris, Nov. 24.—At a Cabinet meeting to- 
day the Minister for Foreign Affairs, M. 
Hanotaux, explained the situation in Turkey. 
He stated that the reforms affecting the 
Turks, as well as the Christians, were be- 
ginning to be executed in the provinces, 
especially the reconstitution of the mixed 
municipal councils and the amount of local 
taxation.: 

M. Hanotaux announced also that as the 
British Government had not offered any 
objection, the trial of Emile Arton, the Pana- 
ma lobbyist, on the charge of bribery would 
be begun forthwith, the prisoner having 
waived his extradition rights. ~ 

Youthfal Murderers Punished, 

The trial was concluded today of the five 
youths who were charged with the murder 
of the aged miseress, the Baroness de Valley, 
on June 16 last in the Rue de Penthievre. 

The two named Kisegen and Truel, who 
were the actual murderers, were sentenced 
to penal servitude for life. Lagueney, the 
son of the Baroness’ servant, and whom the 
Baroness had virtually adopted, is sentenced 
to ten years’ solitary confinement. Ferrand 
is sentenced to five years’ imprisonment. 

Durlin, who informed on his confederates 
of the plot, was acquitted.

The company offered 
to purchase $875,000 of new 4 per cent gov- 
efnment bonds, presumably at par, and for- 
feit $125,000 in case an inter-island cable is 
not laid withina year, If the desired conces- 
sions from either or both Japan and Aus- 
tralia aré obtained within two years the 
company would forfeit $125,000 in each case 
if it failed to construct a cable within three 
years thereafter. On these lines they asked 
a twenty-year exclusive franchise.

SAFEBLOWERS CAN REND ALL YAULTS 


Chrome Steel and Gun Metal Safe Doors 
Quickly Give Way to Elec- 
tricity. 


It took just two minutes and ten seconds 
yesterday for an expert, acting as a burglar, 
to reach the interior of a safe, built on the 
same general lines and of the same material 
as the only make which has heretofore suc- 
cessfully withstood all attacks by burglars, 
experts, high explosives, and skilled mechan- 
ics. The breaking into this brand of strong- 
box proves conclusively that with the elec- 
tric current at the control of cracksmen 
there is not a bank or a vault in the country 
which cannot be opened inside of thirty 
minutes without any noise or disturbance 
whatever. 

The statement that this easy cracking of 
safes was a certainty of the near future was 
made by Samuel Rodman Jr. of this city in 
Tue TRIBUNE two weeks ago. Yesterday 
he vertfied this prediction. In addition to 
boring into the safe named, seven inches of 
meta] submitted by the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank for experimental purposes 
had a hole bored through it in just fifteen 
minutes. This piece consisted of seven 
plates—six of Chrome steel and the last of 
a softer metal. The only tools used by Mr. 
Rodman were a stick of carbon, a coverless, 
light iron box, and a coil of wire. These he 
carried in his coat pocket. 

The safe-cracking was done in the base- 
ment of a Wabash avenu@ building, in the 
presence of four interested people, includ- 
ing a reporter for THE TRIBUNE. 

The operator connected the coil of light 
wire with the main wire of the electric plant 
where it entered the basement. This wire 
was attached to the carbon stick and the 
other end was made fast to the door of the 
safe to complete the circuit. The iron box 
had a hole in the bottom just large enough 
for the insertion of the stick ofcarbon, The 
box was suspended from the body of the 
safe by a light cord. 

The treasure chest to be attacked was 
spherical and a solid mass of gun metal. In 
shape it was the counterpart of the only 
safe which has. withstood the attacks of ex- 
perts who used nitroglycerine. .Mr. Rodman 
inserted the stick-of carbon through the bot- 
tom of the light iron.box until the point of 
the stick touched the surface of the safe, 
then the electric current was turned on. 
There was a slight sputtering noise, and 


through the crack between the carbon stick } 


and the circumference of the hole could be 
seeh the glare of the arc. 

The eputtering noise cortinued for just 
two minutés and ten seconds. The carbon 
was withdrawn, the box taken away and 
a hole clear into the interior of the saie was 
shown. It was an inch and a half in diam- 
eter and through it the bolts in the inside 
of the door of the safe were readily thrown 
by means of a strong bit of inserted wire. 

Mr. Rodman then turned his attention to 
the wall of a square, box-shaped safe, repre- 
senting one of the types of strong boxes 

enerally used in bank and financial insti- 

tions. The wall, was three and a half 
inches in thickness, formed of a number of 
plates of chrome steel with an inner layer of 
softer steel. The current was turned on 
again, the carbon inserted, and instantly a 
stream of molten metal poured down the 
face of the safe’s wall. It took just two 
minutes to reach the interior of this make of 


safe. .

Testator Bequeaths All His Property 
to the Widow, Who Is Likewise 
Made the Executrix. 


The wil of George W. Vail, who died at 
Chemnitz, Saxony, April 8 last, was admitted 
to probate yesterday by Acting Judge Puter- 
baugh. 

The estate is valued at $126,000, of which 
$73,000 is in personal property, the remainder 
being real estate. Emily 8. Vail, the widow, 
is appointed executrix. Neva M. and 
Fiorence E. Vail, daughters, are the only 
other heirs. 

By his will the testator bequeaths all his 
property absolutely to his widow. The in- 
strument was executed on Nov. 13, 1868, 
when Mr. Vail was 35 years of age.

There has been here for a few days_a well- 
known Republican leader, who is peculiarly 
in the confidence of Maj, McKinley. Me has 
declined to make ‘any predictions on the 
Cabinet for publication, but last night dur- 
ing the course of a personal interview. with 
a Western politician this confidential agent 
of the President-elect made the declaration 
without hesitation that Senator Cullom 
could have the Interior Department if Ne de- 
sired it, and if he was backed up by the peo- 
ple of Illinois with substan{ial unanimity. 

A statement was further made that Maj, 
McKinley had particularly high regard for 
the administrative ability of the Illinois 
Senator, and believed that he would make 
an unusually good Cabinet official. 

It was further said that the President- 
elect believed the great State of Illinois was 
in every way entitig¢d to recognition. He 
was ope ype! gratified over the fact that 
in spite of the hard fight the Popocrats made 
in the State, with headquarters located at 
Chicago, Bryan spending much time can- 
vassing the State, and Altgeld using every 
device known to the shrewd politician and 
unscrupulous demagogue, Illinois had rolied 
up @ majority for sound money above the 
hundred thousand mark, and thus distin- 
guished itself among a group of States in 
the Mississippi Valley which was the battle- 
ground of the campaign:

ashington, D. C., Nov. 24.— —_ 
Senator Burrows of Michigan wm Wonk: 
ington. In speaking of the probabilities of 
the coming session of Congress Senator Bur- 
rows said that, as far as he could see, the

Dingley bill was dead. The coming session, | 


he sald, would be a short one, and there 
would ‘be barely time for the passage of the 
appropriation bills and the other business 


which Congress would find it imperative to 
act upon. 


If we are to go into tariff legislation at 
this Bession,’”’ said the Senator, “we will 
provoke such a wrangle as will interfere 
with legislation which must be enacted, such 
as the passage of the appropriation bills, 
and in the end I much doubt if we would be 
able to reach any understanding. I do not 
know whether there will be an extra session 
or not, but Iam inclined to the opinion that 
there will be.’’ 

There is such a diversity of opinion among 
Republican Senators in the city as to the 
course to be pursued at the next session with 
reference to the tariff that it is considered 
quite probable a caucus will be held early in 
the session to decide upon a line of action. 

Senator Sherman is still understood to hold 
to the opinion that the Dingley bill should 
and could be passed at the approaching ses- 
sion, while other. Republican Senators dis- 
agree with him, some as to the wisdom of the 
measure and others as to the possibility of 
getting it through. The indications now are 
that the decision of the caucus when held 
will be against taking up the Dingley bill. 

Senator Chandler said today he thought 
Congress should make provision for a short- 
time loan at the coming session. “I be- 
lieve,’’ he said, *‘ we can authorize a short- 
time loan limited to $60,000,000. or $100,000,- 
000. Provisions may be made for such a loan 
to be paid off within a few years. If we 
have not the money it has to be borrowed, 
and it is offensive to every one to have the 
government resort to the roundabout and 
evasive methods adopted by Mr. Cleveland in 
the loans he has negotiated. Authority 
should be given at once for short-time loans, 
so that the government may be gotten out 
when it finds itself in a hole.’’ 

‘* Would you make any provision for the 
redemption and retirement of the green- 
backs? ”’ 

‘*No, I am not in favor of the retirement 
of the greenbacks at this time. At present 
the banks need them in their reserves. If 
they did not have them they would have to 
hold thesr reserves in gold. The thing to do 
now is to provide means for getting money 
until we can put revenue legislation into 
effect. There will have to be an extra ses- 
sion of the Fifty-fifth Congress, in my judg- 
ment, and we shall then enact both revenue 
and financial legislation. I do not see how 
we can accomplish anything as to either of 
these questions at the coming session.”’ 

He expressed the opinion that the silver 
Republicans would be admitted to the Repub- 
lican caucus if they wanted to goin. 

“Speaking for myself, as a Democrat,”’ 
said Senator Roach of North Dakota, “I 
would not interpose any factious objection 
to such tariff legislation as the Republican 
majority might desire to undertake.

Western Senator Finds Fault with the 
Old Postoffice Building. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—[{Special.]— 
“ One of the strongest ts for scaling 
down appropriations for public buildings in 
the United States,” said a prominent West- 
ern Senator today, “ is furnished by the old 
public building at Chicago now in proces 
of demolition. 

“ For years Congress was terrorized by the 
suggestion that this structure was in danger 
of collapse, and a constant menace to life 
and limb of occupants and those who had 
business to transact about the building. 
Finally a continuing appropriation of §4,000,- 
000 was made by Congress for a new public 
building and the old one was ordered.to be 
vacated and razed to make way for a safer 
and more substantial building. 

It turns out, howcever, that the contractor 
who has undertaken to demolish the old 
building has a white elephant on his hands, 
for he cannot make it tumble even by the 
use of dynamite. Fora quarter of a century 
this structure has defied the ravages of time

ANNA HELD DRAWS THE PUBLIC. 
People Are Not Scared by What Is Said 
of the Clever Actress. 

The public is not to be scared away, ap- 
parently, from the Grand Opera-House by 
any suggestions upon the part of the critics 
that Miss Held’s part of the entertainment 
is not for “* les jeunes filles ’’; and, really, it 
would seem that those who have any ob- 
jections to make upon that score are a little 
exacting. They ought to remember the old 
adage that. to the pure all things are em- 
barrassing, and at least give the little Pa- 
risian the-credit for doing her best to steer 
clear of the hazardous. If they are this in 
the green tree, what will they be in the dry? 
There is not a shadow of a doubt that many 
of last night’s audience have listened to 
far worse performances in Paris itself, and 
have come out of the ordeal unscathed; and, 
aftgr all, if we can get a shght flavor of that 
gayety which its so much of-the life of Paris, 
and of which we know s0 little in climates 
where existence is more strenuous, we might 

well take the good and let the bad go. 

In order to show what is the worst that can

Mrs. Goodwin Objects to Dismissal of 
Divorce Proceedings. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 24—When Nat 
Goodwin's attorneys filed the notice of dis- 
missal of his suit for divorce the other day 
they neglected to see that the County Clerk 
entered up a formal order of dismissal on 
the records, and therefore his wife has in- 
tervened an answer to the complaint and 
has brought to issue the case which Good- 
win expected to have discontinued.

In “ Marm Lisa” She Depicts the li- 
luminating of a Clouded Waif-In- 
tellect—Her Childhood Pathos Is 
Seen at Its Best, but Her Sarcasm 
for the Fad Woman Is a Jarring 
Note—The Book Is a New Proot of 
Her Artistic Powers. 


Of making many books there is no end. —Ecclesiastes.

Douglas Wiggin is 
now Mrs. Riggs, in 
the literary world 

she is still Mrs. Wig- 
gin, and it is this 
name that appears 
on the title page of 

her latest story, 
“Marm Lisa” 
(Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co.). The same deft 
hand that drew the 
Ruggleses is ap- 
parent in the new 
book. To read any 
one of Mrs. Wig- 
gin’'s stories is to find one’s self yibrating 
between tears and laughter. It must be a 
hard heart that can close one of her books 
without a greater tenderness for childhood. 
The theme of this simple story is the one

that we have grown to expect from the 
author’s close touch with that most absorb- 
ing of all forms of rescue work—the uplifting 
of child-life. The scene is presumably that 
of one of the San Francisco kindergartens, 
in which the author secured so much ma- 
terial for child characterization. Marm Lisa 
is one of the saddest and most pathetic lit- 
tle figures that ever drifted hopelessly and 
helplessly between book covers. She is so 
pitiably real and convincing that one feels 
Sure she had a living prototype, and that 
Mrs. Wiggin hase seen her. 

“ Poor little Marm Lisa assumed maternal 
responsibilities at the age of 10, and so 
gained her sobriquet.”” She was a vacant- 
eyed, half-foolish, almost inarticulate little 
waif, who attached herself to a pair of lusty 
twins that were assuredly in need of some 
form of aid from Providence. The twins 
were a legacy to their aunt, Mrs. Grubb, 


from her widowed sister. The mother had . 


not long survived the shock of her displeas- 
ure at the birth of the twins, “‘ who had been 
most unwelcome when thought about as 


— and entirely offensive when known to be 
wo. ae 


Mrs. Grubb, the diverting character of the 
book, is an up-to-date Mrs. Jellyby, and, 
having the care of all the Borrioboola Ghas 
on her hands, she could Scarcely be expected | 
to be held to earth by the practical care of 
a couple of mere motherless children. 

“Individuals. never interested her; she 
cared for nothing but humanity, and human- 
ity writ very large at that, so that one of 
the twins nearly died of scarlatina while 
Mrs. Grubb was collecting money for the 
children of the yellow-fever sufferers in the 
South. Marm Lisa’s slender inheritance 
was also needed to buy clothes for the 
heathén. Mrs. Grubb’s ‘ star-gazing, vis- 
lon-seeing eyes’ could never be focused on 
any near object, such as a waif, or a twin, 
or a cooking stove.” Meek, obscure Mr. 
Grubb had to attend to those things. 

Little Marm Lisa has drifted into this 
strange family circle, “‘ which is not. a circle 
at all, but, rather, a polygon,” and she be- 
comes an indispensable though totally un- 
appreciated member. She constitutes her- 
self the dumb and faithful watchdog of the 
dirty, naughty twins, and this wild, for- 
lorn, unkempt tri® further drifts within 
reach of a neighborhood child-garden, where 
a certain Mistress Mary and her gentle as- 
sistant gardeners are trying to transform 
little human weeds into the semblance of 
flowers. ; 

The book is little more than a bright, sym- 
pathetic recital of the discouraging process 
of awakening Marm Lisa’s beclouded brain. 
There is a faint glimmer of romance for 
Mistress Mary and one of her pretty neo- 
phytes, and there ts a dash of the dramatic 
in the incident of the fire, where Marm Lisa 
displays her latent heroism by the rescue 
of the twins. And there is the occasional 
spice of the two twins’ pranks, and there are 
the laughable descriptions of Mrs. Grubb’s 
vagaries, but that lady is palpably over- 
drawn. 

Mrs. Wiggin’s experience has evidently led 
her, somewhat unwisely, to divide all women 
into two classes—those who are engaged in 
child culture and those who are not. Mrs. 
Grubb has the bad taste to belong to the 
latter class, but that is scarcely a just cause 
for foisting upon her lean character all the 
various fads and speculations by which a 
woman can. be made ridiculous. 

‘“*‘Mrs. Grubb had investigated, or at least 
taught, Delsarte, physical culture, dress re- 
form, the blue glass cure, scientific physilog- 
nomy, phrenology, cheiromancy, astrology, 
vegetarianism, edeme diet, single tax, évo- 
lution, mental healing, Christian science, 
spiritualism, theosophy, and hypnotism.” 
The author makes it slightly too evident 
that in her optnion there is nothing sane 
or healthful in taking an interest in any of 
these topiiccs, though she admits thatit takes 
special inspiration to “‘ mother the world,”’ 
evidently the only justifiable vocation fora 
woman. 

Mrs. Wiggin is capable of better things 
than ‘‘Marm Lisa.’’ Her devotion to the 
cause of waif children is ill-joined to even 
n good-natured and clever derision of women 
whose interests and talents He in other di- 
rections, and her literary gifts can be em- 
ployed to greater advantage when she de- 
votes herself solely to art for art’s sake,

Ernest Rhys has made-an anthology of romance 
in which he has gathered together the best stories 
of all ages and countries from Boccaccio to Scott 
and from Malory to Poe. He calis the volume 
‘* The Garden of Romance.”’ 


Richard Harding Davis’ new story, ‘“* Soldiers 
of Fortune,’’ will begin tn the January Scribner's 
and run through six issues.” It is the longest story 
Mr. Davis has written, and he has been at work 
on it for nearly two' years. Its scenes are laid 
chiefly in South America. 


The Youth’s Companion still holds its place as 
the crowned king of juvenile papers.

HOME MARKET CLUB BREAKS INTO 
SHOUTS FOR CLEVELAND,

Gen. Russell A. Alger Praises the Pres- 
ident at the Banquet of the Massa- 
chusetts Republicans and They Ap- 
plaud the Mention of His Name—Sen-~ 
ator Hoar Talks About the West— 
Corporal Tanner and Others Rejoice 
in the Victory for Gold. . 


Peace hath her victories 
No» less renowned than war, 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 24.—Grover Cleve- 
land’s name was cheered tonight by 2,000 
persons at the annual banquet of the Home 
Market club in Mechanics’ Hall. It was a 
feast spread for Republicans assembled to 
celebrate a Republican national victory. 
Gen. Alger of Detroit, erstwhile Presidential 
candidate, lauded the President for his 
courage and his fidelity to financial honor. 
Then the crowd let loose with a whoop. No 
such demonstration of approval for a Demo- 
crdt ever was held with Bay State Repub- 
licans as the participants. 4 

Another unique feature of the banquet was 
the presence of several of the war Generals 
who made the memorable political tour dur- 
ing the recent campaign. | 

President W. A. Stott of Lowell opened 
the speech-making by reading a letter of 
regret from President-elect McKinley. 

After a short address by Lieut.-Gov. Wol- 
cott, Senator Hoar was introduced. 


Senater Hoar Looks West. 


Senator Hoar in his speech said: 

“The buginess-men of New England must 
study the cause of what has been going on 
and do something that will cure the disease 
which has spread. It is said that while Mc- 
Kinley. has 1,000,000 majority, a change of 
25,000 votes would give the election to his 
opponent. It is sad to contemplate this, and 
eannot the business-men of New England aid 
the cause of good government? Cannot 
they by the weight of their integrity regain 
the confidence of the West? 

“It is not strange that when the people of 
the West see the accumulation of wealth by 
gambling in the stock market they should 
try to imitate it In a smaller manner. It is 
not strange when they read the history of 
railroad construction in the West that they 
should endeavor to repudiate their debts. 
I call upon the business-men of New En- 
gland to hold strictly to honest business 
principles and regain the confidence of the 
people of the South and West.”’ 


Alger Lauds Grover Cleveland. 


Gen. Russel A. Alger of Michigan followed, 
treating the subject, ‘“* Wrecks of the Re- 
bellion.”’ It was at the close of the address 
that he paid a glowing tribute to Grover 
Cleveland. 

Gen. Alger said in part: é 

“The three most important events in our 
Nation’s history were the signing of tho 
Declaration of Independence, the election o2 
Abraham Lincoln in 1860, and, no less in im- 
portance, the election of Willlam McKinley 
in 1896—all patriotic and in no sense partisan 
victories. Looking back to the second of 
these events, a flood of memories crowd the 
brain, suggested by the sentiment on which 
Iam to speak tonight. . 

*** Wrecks of the Rebellion.’ Yes. Weac- 
cept the name, although given in malice and 
with no thought of gratitude. Grant, Sher- 
man, Sheridan, Thomas, Meade, Logan, and 
a million more who have faded into immor- 
tality, were they here tonight, would be 
among these wrecks. Howard, Sickles, 
Schofield, Dodge, Rosecrans, of the old corps 
commandery, are still living, thank God. 
“Wrecks of the Rebellion.’ No party lines 
separating them; no political or religious 
differences dividing them; patriotic then, 
patriots now, and around them are rallying 
a million loyal comrades, patriots but not 
partisans, devoted to the flag, glorying in 
the greatness of the Nation they helped to 
serve, 
Tribute to the Soldiers. 

*** Wrecks of the Rebellion,’ yes, physical 
wrecks, {t may be prematurely old in age, 
but manly men, patriotic, liberty-loving, 
God-fearing men, and he who would cast a 
slur upon their fair names should die in 
infamy. 

"The patriotic people of this Nation have 
won a victory over lawlessness, repudiation, 
dihenor. No party can justly claim the vic- 
tory, but the law abiding people, peace-lov- 
ing members of all, can rejoice in our es- 
cape from a great peril, and know that they 
acted an important part in the rescue of our 
country from threatened disaster.

Cleveland, O,, Nov, 24.—Concérning the 
positions which Senator Sherman and M. 
A. Hanna will fill under the forthcoming 
national administration, one who is as much 
in the confidence of McKinley and Hanna 
as any one said today to a representative 
of the Associated Press:

Defeated Popocratic Candidate for the 
Presidency Does Much Talking ©” 
the Twentieth Anniversary of 
Colorado’s Admission to Statehood— 
Declares He Will Rejoice if the Re- 
sult of the Election Proves He Was 
Wrong and McKinley Right.

Denver, Colo., Nov. 24.—If William J. 
Bryan had come to Denver as the conquer- 
ing hero whose victory presaged the res- 
toration of silver and the return of pros- 
perity in Colorado he would not have re- 
ceived any more enthusiastic greetings than 
those given him today. 

The oceasion of his visit is the twentieth 
anniversary of the admission of Colorado 
into the Union. Before being nominated for 
the Presidency he had agreed to speak at 
the exercises in commemoration of the event. 
He arrived at 7:15 this morning and was 
met at the depot by a committee, includ- 
ing K. M. Patterson, C. 8S. Thomas, and 
Mayor McMurray. Even at that early hour 
several thousand people were assembied 
about the Union Depot, who swung their 
hats and cheered lustily. 

Mr. Bryan was driven at once to the resi- 
dence of C. 8. Thomas, where he break- 
fasted and remained until 10 a. m., when 
he went to the Brown Palace Hotel to at- 
tend a reception given in his honor by the 
women of Denver. The interior of the hotel 
was tastefully decorated in flags and bunt- 
ing. 


Introduced by Mrs. Patterson. 


Mrs. E. M. Patterson, President of the 
I-qual Suffrage club, presided. Introducing 
Mr. Bryan, she said: “ It is the heighth of 
privilege to present to you formally today 
our distinguished visitor, already well known 
to us and honored beyond words. For in him 
we see embodied the hope of our Nation 
against the dangers that threaten from our 
very strongholds all liberty and privilege. 
Through him we hope te see the national 
fabric of the future founded upon the Christ- 
given principle of the golden rule, and in 
prophetic vision we see the stone which the 
builders rejected become at last the head 
of the corner. Women of Colorado, I pre- 
sent to you the first President of the twenti- 
eth century, William Jennings Bryan.”’ 

Mr. Bryan spoke of the interest shown 
by women in the late campaign, and the in- 
fluence of women, even when they cannot 
vote, in politics. He said: 

“I Know the influences coming out from 
the home must be relied upon to purify poll- 
tics. If our wives and mothers will so in- 
terest themselves in politics as to hold be- 
fore their children, as they rise up, ideals, 
not of successful politicians, but of those 
who labor for their country’s good; not of 
those who secure great wealth, but of those 
have in their treasury not a single dollar 
touched with blood; these ideals will benefit 
mankind, and I never loge opportunity to 
impress upt those teaching children that 
the motto wl  h lies deepest down in political 
construction is that motto which must shape 
our movements if M retains its purity, 
‘Equal rights to all and special privileges 
to noone.’ [Applause.|] 


Tells of His Love of Country. 


**IT love my country so much, I love man- 
kind so well that I shall rejoice if the result 
of the late campaign proves I was wrong 
and my opponent was right; because if he 
can make the government better than I could 
have made it then. my children and your 
children will enjoy the benefits.’’ [Applause.] 

Mr. Bryan spoke for half an hour, being 
frequently interrupted by enthusiastic ap- 
plause from 2,000 women who filled the ro- 
tunda and balconies of the hoteL 

After the speechmaking the women filed 
past the stand, shaking hands with Mr. 
Bryan, while the Colorado State Band played 
popular airs. 

As a souvenir Mr. Bryan was presented 
by the women with a memorandum book of 
Colorado cased silver, having declined to re- 
ceive any gift of great value. 

A remarkable ovation was gtiyen to Mr. 
Bryan this afternoon when he driven 
through the down-town streets In company 
with Senator Teller and other champions of 
free silver. The throng was so fense that 
Mr. Bryan’s carriage had to be stopped every 
two or three blocks, and he made about a 
dozen short speeches. He was Cheered all 
along the route.

Mr. Bryan was the principal speaker at 
the exercises commemorating the twentieth 
anniversary of the admission of Colorado 
as a State held tonight in the Central Pres- 
byterian Church.

Preceding Mr. Bryan’s speech were intro- 
ductory remarks by Charles S. Thomas, Con- 
gressmman John F. Shafroth, and Gov. Mc- 
Intyre, and the ‘‘ Bryan Marseillaise ”’ 
sung by Mrs. W. W.Grantandthechoir, At 
the close of Mr: Bryan’s speech Senator Hen- 
ry M, Teller in responding to the call for a 
speech pledged himself in a few remarks, in 
ease of his retlection, to continué his efforts 
in the cause of silver. 

When Mr. Bryan was introduced he was 
again greeted with long-comtinued applause. 
Among other things he said: 

‘‘In a campaign it is necessary that some 
one should bear the standard, and in a cam- 
paign we must, whether we desire it or not, 
eomnect the cause with the person.

EX-INMATES OF THE “HOSPITAL”

Miss Alice Martin and Mrs. Grace Don- 
ehue Not Pleased with the Method 
of Conducting Business There—Mre.

The police yesterday continued their in- 
vestigation of the “ hospital” conducted by 
Mrs. “ Dr.” Benson, No. 111 Honoré street.

The sworn statement of Miss Alice Martin 
—or, as she is known, Edith Morgan—who is 
nursing a young infant at the County Hos- 
pital, is sensational. It was made at noon 
to Detective Smith of the West Lake Street 
Station in the presence of physicians and 
nurses. . 

“While I was in the house,” said Miss 
Martin, “there were probably twenty-five 
cases of maternity handled, and as | was 
acting as nurse to help defray my own ex- 
penses there I was concerned in the care of 
about twelve mothers myself. The children 
never had to be cared for. I was a witness 
to the cremation of one infant three weeks 
ago.’’ 

Mrs. Grace Donohue of Houghton, Mich., 
who is harbored temponarily in the Young 
Women’s Christian Association home, No. 
57 Center street, and says she is dying as a 
result of improper attention, also has a 
Story totell. She enjoys the utmost respect 
of all who have become interested in her 
case. She is the wife of a hotel man. She 
came to the Benson home under advisement, 
she says, thinking it wasa quiet place where 
she would be well cared for. 

‘*I was compelled to get up and care for 
my baby four days after its birth,”’ eaid 
Mrs. Donohue. “ That has brought on con- 
sumption, which will cost me my life The 
treatment my infant received brought about 
its death.

Ald. Gallaghér Explains His Order 
Touching the IAmitations of Bou-~ 
levarding the City Streets. 


Ald. Gallagher’s order passed by the Coun- 
cil on Monday night requesting an opinion 
of the city law officers “‘ as to the legality 
of an extended exclusion of traffic and or- 
dinary public uses from streets within park 
districts, and as to whether or not any limit 
exists to the boulevarding of the public 
thoroughfares and the consequent deflection 
of streets from their proper uses as channels 
of trade and highways of the people ’’ is at- 
tracting considerable attention. 

Mr. Gallagher said yesterday his only ob- 
ject was to ascertain just what the law is 
in this regard so as to know how far the 
powers of the Council extend. 

“TI am not opposed,”” he continued, “to 
boulevarding any street that can be made 
specially useful as such, but it seems to me 
we are going too far when orders are intro- 
duced at every meeting of ithe Council to 
turn one or more streets over to the Park, 
Commissioners for boulevard purposes.” 

J. W. Ellsworth of the South Park Board 
said he thought the order was timely and be- 
lieved it,a good thing to get a legal opinion 
now on the subject. 

‘* While the Park Commissioners want to 
do everything they can for the general good 
of the city,”’ he said, ** they do not favor ac- 
cepting all streets that are offered them for 
boulevards. Every street they accept and 
improve takes just so much money that 
would otherwise be expended on the parks.” 

Then he referred to the South Park avenue 

. proposition as an instance of offers which in 
his judgment are wrong and said the Com- 
missioners would discourage all such propo- 
sitions, 

Ald. Gallagher and Ald. Maypole have 
started a crusade against the Metropolitan 
and Lake Street Elevated roads for lights 
and better sanitary conditions under their 
structures. 

Ald. Maypole began war on the Lake Strect 
company three months ago to get nineteen 
electric lights swung at as many street 
crossings, but has failed so far, and yester- 
day he appealed to Commissioner Downey 
to help him. Mr. Downey took the matter 
under advisement. The.Alderman said that 
a committee appointed by the property-own- 


ers, consisting of himself, Ald. Holman, F. . 


A. Berkhoff, George McGregor, Henry Lovil, 
J. &. Burket, and Eli Carpenter, had a con- 
ference with Mr. Yerkes some time ago and 
urged him to have the lights put up. But, 
according to Ald. Maypole, Mr. Yerkes in- 
formed them he would not do so unless the 
city compelled him. Now they purpose to} 
get an order through the Council and it will 
probably be introduced next Monday night. 
Ald. Gallagher says some of the crossings 


under the Metropolitan are so dark as to be 


dangerous, while the residents in Lake street 
complain it is so dark under the road at 
night they dare not venture out alone for 
fear of being held up by highwaymen. The 
city electric lights are on poles high in the 
air and are of no value since the erection of 
the elevated road, as the iron work entirely 
shuts out the rays. 

Ald. Gallagher is making complaint also 
against the Metropolitan “L" on account 
of the sanitary condition of the alleys 
through which it runs the Nineteenth 
Ward and has the Health Department in- 
terested.

HEIR 10 MILLIONS NEEDS CASH. 


Cc. G. Davis Thinks He Has Laid Bare a 
Plot to Defraud Him, but Is Too 
Poor to Prove It. 


Cc. G. Davis, who lives alone in the fourth 
flat of No. 1216 Milwaukee avenue, and 
who claims to be one of the heirs of the 
$10,000,000 estate of Alexander Davis of 
Montana, has uncovered the plot, so he 
says, which was laid to rob the heirs of their 
just rights.

Agatha B. Edson’s Case. 

A jury in Judge Neely’s court returned a 
verdict yesterday against Mrs. Agatha B. 
Edson, who brought suit against the Penn-

An attempt was made to prove that the 
company knew the flood was coming and 
should have removed passengers and bag- 
gage, but this evidence only showed that the 
fact that the dam which burst and caused 
the calamity was known beforehand to be a 
menace to the people of the valley.

TALKS OF CAMPBELL’S RESIGNATION. 


Trustee George R. Young of the Jeffer- 
son Park Presbyterian Church Dis- 
cusses Congregation’s Condition, 


In regaré to the resignation of the Rev. 
Frederick Campbell, pastor of the Jefferson 
Park Presbyterian Church, and the causes 
which led up to it, George R. Young, one 
of the trustees of the church, said yesterday; 

‘‘Our church has been in a declining con- 
dition for several. years on account of the 
rapid change going on in our part of the 
city. The elevated roads have taken our 
members out into the suburbs in great num- 
bers, and we have no prospect whatever of 
filling their places. The result has been a 
constant reduction of our revernues. Two 
years ago we were compelled to reduce the 
pastor’s salary from $2,500 to $2,000, and this 
year we ran behind on the year’s expenses 
$1,000. Still, we did not hint at another re- 
duction, but raised the amount by a spe- 
cial effort. 

‘‘Mr. Campbell has taken a gloomy view 
of the prospects of the church for some time 
and has been looking for another pulpit for 
the last two years. The first we knew of 
his resignation, however, was when he pre- 
sented it to the session, announcing at the 
same time that he had received a call to 
Lowville, N. Y. 

“YY was surprised at Mr. Campbell telling 
the presbytery some of his members had not 
done right. I do not know what he meant, 
but I suppose him to mean that some of his 
members were not as strict in their Chris- 
tian living as he thought they should be. 
Perhaps he meant that some of them smoked 
or played cards or danced. He is on the 
evangelist order himself and thinks every 
one should live the way he lives, and button- 
hole every man he meets in regard to the 
subject of personal religion.”’ 

An ex-member of the church sald Mr. 
Campbell had received intimations of an- 
other cut im his salary, and that the church, 
having had Dr. Patton and Dr. Marquis as 
pastors, the ministrations of Mr. Campbell 
did not satisfy them.

Judge Gary has been asked by Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Blake for an opinion regarding 
the city’s right to compel Munger & Ebbert to 
make the return on the 1 per cent tax individually 
for each company the firm represents. It will be 
remembered that this firm made its tax returns 
to the City Collector in a lump sum for all four 
of its companies, the New York Underwriters, 
Scottish Union, Hanover, and American of Massa- 
chusetts. City Collector Maas demanded a de- 
tailed -statement, which was refused. Suit has 
been threatened to. force the firm to comply with 
the law as interpreted by the Collector, but no 
action will be taken until the opinion of Judge 
Gary is received. 

This is one of the most interesting cases which 
has come up in connection with the tax. Should 
this firm be able to maintain Its position all the 
agents will make their returns in a similar way 
next y and there will be no way to determine 
the pre. ms receipts of each company in Chi- 
cago. 

The City Collector has ruled that agents must 
make out lists of the companies they represent 
an@ state under oath the solicitors they employ to 
solicit business only for the companies they repre- 
sent. Otherwise each solicitor will be compelled 
to take out a broker’s license. 

Only one company made the return on the tax 
yesterday, the Buffalo and Niagara Falls report- 
ing premium receipts for the four months of $516.

The City Council of Springfield has voted against 
a repeal of the ordinance taxing insurance compa- 
nies 2 per cent for the benefit of the fire depart- 
ment. Agents have threatened to advance the 
premium rate 3 per cent, but the supporters of the 
ordinance threaten, in case such an increase is 
ordered, to appeal to the Legislature at the next 
session for laws to prevent such action on the 
part of the insurance companies. A dozen cities 
in the State passed the 2 per cent ordinance, as 
permitted under the State law enacted by the last 
State Legislature, but all have modified or re- 
pealed the ordinance excepting Springfield.

GERMAN COMPETITION WITH GREAT 
BRITAIN, 

It is evident that Great Britain, if not 
absolutely alarmed, is growing apprehen- 
sive at the prospect of German competition 
with her as a commercial power, and at the 
danger of being ousted from supremacy as 
an export. country. It is pointed out by 
English papers that Germany is securing a 
hold upon North and South American as 
well as Eastern markets, where her goods 
are regarded with more favor than the En- 
glish; that she is sending commercial agents 
who speak the languages of the countries 
where they locate, and that she is far ahead 
of Great Britain in her schemes of techk- 
nical and commercial education. Lord 
Rosebery himself, in a recent speech at Col- 
chester, called attention to this competi- 
tion. In this speech, according to the New 
York Sun’s report, Lord Rosebery— 

Went on to say that receritly one of the greatest 
English authorities on the subject of trade and 
manufactures had gone to Germany to inspect 


things for himself, having been stirred up by the 
manifestations of alarm in London newspapers. 


that he was absolutely appalled by the progress 
made by the Germans in technical and commercial 
education as compared with what was going on in 
England. Lord Rosebery of his cwn knowledge 
asserts that the Germans are from twenty to 
forty years ahead of the English ih technical edu- 
cation, and he expressed the conviction that for 
this reason his countrymen are threatened with 
eventual exclusion from sdme of the markets of 
the world by their Teutoni¢ competitors. 


_ There is little doubt that the unification 
of Germany led to the foundation of compe- 
tition with Great Britain, and it has grown 
every year since. It was only necessary 
that the states should be under one stable, 
orderly government to extend railroads 
among them and centralize them, thus en- 
abling capitalists to take hold of great 
enterprises, to promote the vast German 
steel and iron industries, and to foresee that 
the scientific and thorough methods of 
German artisans would sooner or later set 
a& pace which it would be difficult for Brit- 
ish artisans to follow in the same line of 
work unless their methods were reformed. 
Germany began a good while ago to de- 
velop her polytechnic educational scheme 
and remarkable advances have been made, 
especially inchemistry and inlight trades re- 
quiring skill. Where Great Britain has one 
polytechnic school Germany has a dozen. 
Her whole educational system of schools, 
gymnasiums, and universities is of the 
highest order. As she has acquired wealth 
Germany also has branched out and estab- 
lished markets for her surplus goods all 
over the world. She hasnot many colonies. 
| but she has gained a foothold in Africa, and 
is on the lookout for more territory. She 
is already underselling Great Britain in 
Central America, South America. and even 
in British India, and she is competing with 
her in China, Japan, and this country. 
Hitherto Great Britain has well nigh had 
a monopoly of certain goods. In fancy and 
decorative goods, and in what may be 
ealled finical and lady goods, she has not 


j competed with France. Her competitors 


are rather those countries producing 
fabrics of the useful kind, made from iron, 
steel, wood, leather, as well as machinery, 
mine appliances, and, in general, what may 
be called industrial goods, and in these lines 
Germany is rapidly forging to the front. 
The report of Coiisul Monaghan to the 
State Department is in evidence. He says 
everywhere one sees new mills in course of 
construction. Hereafter, says the Consul,

that Germany is no longer buying steel rails 
abroad but is making them at home. The 
manufactured exports of Germany during 


the first nine months of the current year 


reach the enormous total of 18,705,000 
tons, or ah increase of 8,000,000 tons over 
the entire year preceding. 

Again, the German workingmen are bet- 
ter educated than the British. They have 
less trouble with their employers and they 
work with more intelligence as well as 
with more enthusiasm. The British work- 
ingmen are managed by compact and pow- 
erful unions and are frequently cngaged in 
strikes, of which Germany takes advant- 
age. The British artisans never know how 
long they are to work and how soon they 
must begin fighting employers, which ends 
in leaving a big gap Germany is always on 
hand to fill, from the making of a cuckoo 
clock to the building of naval and commer- 
cial vessels. As to this country, we have 
more to fear from German competition un- 
der any tariff than from British competi- 
tion. The number of German imported 
articles increases every year, and her trade 
mark is always to be relied’ upon a8 a 
voucher for a superior article, But. how 
much Great Britain has to fear was clearly 
shown in the respective displays at the Chi- 
cago Exhibition. Englishmen may well 
feel. alarmed at the brisk way in which Ger- 
many is getting into the world’s markets.

If it be true, as reported from Havena, 
that the prisoners captured on the steqmship 
Competitor, many of whom were American 
citizens, have been tried by secret court- 
martial, in spite of the specific protest of the 
United States, the State Department at 
Washington mtst take vigorous action at 
once. Consul-General Lee, on behalf of 
the United States Government, objected 
formally’ on Nov. 2 to a military trial of 
these prisoners, who were sailing under the 
American flag when captured, “ except un- 
der conditions which would insure them a 
fair hearing as citizens or alleged citizens 
of this country.” If this protest has been 
ignored—if these men, whose American citi- 
zenship is still presumptive, have been 
brought up before a “drumhead court, sitting 
within the walls of a Spanish fortress, where 
no representative of the United States may 
enter ”’—there can be no alternative for Sec- 
retary Olney but to demand from Spain an 
immediate rehearing of the case strictly on 
the lines laid down by this government. 

The action by the Spanish officials in Ha- 
vana is said to have been concluded on Nov. 
14, and the secrecy was so well maintained 
that no inkling of the facts leaked out for 
nearly a week. The logical result of that 
action would be to punish the men thus sum- 
marily condemned by execution or long im- 
prisonment. .This result the United States 
must prevent, and in a manner that will 
leave no room for Spain to doubt that we 
mean business. If the Spanish Govern- 
ment has been harboring any delusion that 
the friendly inaction of President Cleveland 
represented the sentiment of even a small 
portion of the people of this country it is 
time that government should be thoroughly 
awakened to the size of its error. If Spain 
imagines it can wantofly disregard an offi- 
cial government protest of this Nation, 
and furthermore insult us by taking exactly 
the action objected to, and yet avoid ade- 
quate and thorough reprisals, it is making 
the greatest mistake of its life. It is barely 
possible, if these Havana reports be correct, 
that the Spanish officials there have acted 
without the consent or knowledge of the 
home government, in which event a prompt 
apology and an immediate overturning of 
the trial, and only this course, will be ac- 
cepted as reparation. If Spain has had 
prior knowledge of this alleged trial] it still 
must take the same course, and back down 
squarely and without the unnecessary delay 
of a day or an hour from its unwarranted 
position. Unless Spain acquiesces to this 
demand it must accept the consequences, 

It is not conceivable that President Cleve- 
land could hesitate longer in expressing the 
will of the people about Cuba if it be proved 
that Spain has recklessly presumed to defy 
this government. Cuba, moreover, shrinks 
into a trivial side issue compared to the grav- 
ity of the affront to the dignity and self-re- 
spect of the United States. No time should 
be lost in ascertaining the exact facts, and 
if they are as reported no time should be lost 
in impressing on Spain that it cannot insult 
os bully the United States with impunity,

THE LATE ITALO CAMPANINI. : 

The recent death of Italo Campanini at 
Parma removes another in the rapidly de- 
creasing list of purely Italian operatic ten- 
ors, of whom Brignoli was one of the earliest 
examples in this country and Tamagno one 
of the latest. It has been a long array of 
great tenors and many. brilliant successes 
have been achieved by them. Campanini 
was one of the most successful of the list, 
though, like Brignoli and many another, he 
was improvident, reckless, and fond of high 
living, and thus was obliged to extend his 
career after his powers had begun to wane 
and he was no longer the dominant favorite. 

Campanini was of peasant birth and by 
trade a blacksmith. There was something 
‘of that trade visible in his subsequent pro- 
fession of music so far as style was con- 
‘cerned, and there was a ring of the anvil in 
his tone. He sang much as he had ham- 
mered. His intelligence was not of a su- 
perior order and he ran in a narrow groove, 
but he had in his prime a robust voice of 
superb quality and capable of any demand 
made upon it by the exigencies of Italian 
opera. His enthusiasm was as great as his 
voice and his vanity as great as his en- 
thusiasm. The result,was that he occupied 
the entire stage in a performance, as one 
should who devotedly believes that he is 
about all there is to the performance, and 
much of the time he was all ofit. Ina con- 
certed effect the dominant voice must al- 
ways be Campanini’s,.and it always was, 
for no chorus or band was clamorous enough 
to submerge him. Such work as this, how- 
ever, not regulated by sound intelligence, 
is fatal before long, and the end came soon 
to Campanini, Before that,. howeyer, he 
made some discursions into the music drama 
of Wagner which ended in disaster, as they 


have to nearly every other purely Italian - 


Finger, and he tried great festivals with sim- 
ilar results, except in matin¢e performances 
where his number was an Italian aria. He 
even made a dash at oratorio, of which he 
had no more ‘comprehension than Myron 
Whitney would have had of Figaro. 

His place was the Italian stage and he 
filled it perfectly. ‘There was no reason why 
an artist of his generous physique and 
strong endurance should not have had a 
long and brilliant career had he husbanded 
his vocal resources. Few Italian tenors 
have been more abundantly gifted by nature 
in strength and quality of voice, but he 
persecuted and abused it without knowledge 
and speedily the noble voice was in ruins, 
He made desperate attempts to restore it, 
but in vain. His last appearances showed

DESECRATING JACKSON’S MEMORY.

Gen. Jackson, whipped the British at New 
Orleans. If Bryan can be induced to come 
and orate for cheap money he will be the 


| great gun of the occasion. 


This is a most impudent proposition and 
should not be tolerated. Those days which 
are observed in commemoration of men who 
have done their country some great service 
should be protected against seizure for base 
purposes by individuals who are trying to do 
their country infinite harm. 

Gen.. Jackson believed in honesty. He 
paid his own debts and he wanted other peo- 
ple to pay theirs. He wished the govern- 
ment to be honest as well as individuals, 
and he desired all the money on which it put 
its stamp to be honest money. 

In 1834, during his second term, the coin- 
age laws were changed. But they were not 
changed in order to put into circulation a 
silver dollar worth intrinsically only balf the 
gold dollar and having only half its pur- 
chasing power. Neither Jackson nor Ben- 
ton had any conception of a silver dollar 
which had the same debt-paying power as 
the gold dollar but would buy only half as 
much, 

Gen. Jackson wanted the coinage ratio 
changed so as to conform to the commercial 
ratio. Then the gold and silver dollars 
would have been of equal intrinsic value. 
The Democratic platform of 1892 would 
have suited Jackson perfectly. His sturdy 
honesty would have rejected with much 
profanity a proposition that a ratio be adopt- 
ed based on the assumption that 50 cents’ 
worth of silver equaled 100 cents. 

So it is outrageous that on the day when 
Jackson, the honest-dollar soldier, won his 
great victory a gang of dishonest doHarites, 
defeated but unrepentant, should assemble 
to listen to cheap money advocates. By se- 
lecting that day for their gathering they 
hope to make ignorant people believe Jack- 
son was as unsound as they are. 

The law ought to be broad enough to allow 

the sound money Democrats, who are the 
heirs of Jackson’s monetary ideas, to apply 
for an injunction to prevent the giving of 
this banquet onthatday. Bryan’s birthday 
is March 19, Let the gathering come off 
then. 
. But, though the banquet cannot be en- 
joined, the participants can be punished. 
The statutes permit the indictment of those 
who “blacken the memory of one who is 
dead.” These Chicago free silverites pro- 
pose to blacken Jackson’s memory by mak- 
ing him out a dishonest man who was ready 
to use the powers of the government to 
enable debtors to cheat creditors. 

If these creatures go on and defame the 
dead soldier and President they should be 
prosecuted by an indignant and outraged 
sound money Democracy and sent to jail. 
The new State’s-Attorney will assist. them.

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PLAN FOR CURRENCY REFORM. 

The Board of Trade of Indianapolis has 
euggested a movement for the “ reform of 
the currency ”’ which may have helpful re- 
sults. The details of the plan, which is yet 
in its infancy, appear in the following reso- 
lutions adopted”by the board at a meeting 
held last week: 


Whereas, The result of the recent national 
election signifies clearly a determination on the 
part of the people to have a sound money sys- 
tem of currency, and it is manifest that reforms 
in the existing systems are necessary, 

Resolved, That the Boards of Trade of Chicago, 
St. Louis, Cincinnati, Louisville, Cleveland, Co- 
lumbus, Toledo, Kansas City, Detroit, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul, Des Moines, Minneapolis, Peoria, Grand 
Rapids, and Omaha be invited to send four dele- 
gates to a preliminary conference to be held in 
Indianapolis on Dec. 1, 1896, for the purpose of 
considering the advisability of calling a larger 
conference composed of delegates from the Boards 
of Trade and commercial. organizations of the 
cities of the United States to consider the pro- 
priety of creating a non-partisan commission, to 
which shall be assigned the duty of formulating a 
plan for the reform of the currency, to be re- 
ported to a subsequent meeting of the conference. 


What is probably intended in this project 
is to devise some way to break the “ endless 
chain,” which has caused so much danger 
and trouble and supplied so much ammuni- 
tion to the common enemy, the advocates of 
dishonest money. It is probably intended 
also by breaking this chain to put an end 
to the possibility of raids on the Treasury 
for gold, which may take place at any time. 
It has been charged frequently that the 
money‘changers of the Hast have in the 
past organized a systematic drain of the 
gold in the National Treasury in order to 
necessitate a, sale of bonds and thus give 
themselves an opportunity to pocket a com- 
fortable profit. Whether this has been 
true in the past or not, it is certainly possible 
to make such raids, and as long as the gov- 
ernment lays itselfeopen to attack it must 
be expected that the money-changers will 
take advantage of the opportunity. They 
will not act the part of philanthropists and 
protect the government when the govern- 
ment shows no disposition effectively to 
protect itself. 

It would be an admirable course for all 
commercial bodies to send delegates to this 
proposed gathering,and they should go pre- 
pared to discuss this subject thoroughly but 
moderately, with the purpose of agreeing on 
some adequate remedy. Obstinate advyo- 
cacy of ultra propositions should yield to a 
spirit of harmony, so that a method may be 


determined whereby banking capital may 


be brought to assume the burden of supply- 
ing gold when needed. This burden must 
be lifted from the Federal Government, 
which has not the proper resources to sus- 
tain it except hy the method of selling bonds, 
which is expensive and disagreeable at best 
and certainly not to be continued forever. 
There are three ways by which the prob- 
lem may be solved: The first is for the gov- 
ernment to retire all the greenbacks at once 
with the proceeds of a bond sale large 
enough to meet all the requirements; the 
second is to increase taxation so as to create 
a surplus revenue, which may be used for 
the gradual retirement of the greenbacks; 
the third is to give the Executive much 
broader discretionary power to protect the 
currency and enable him to sell “ gold” 
bonds instead of “coin” bonds. The first 
is the best of these three propositions. 
With all the greenbacks retired it would 
then beedme exclusively the business of the 
banks to supply whatever currency should 
‘be needed outside the specie currency., The 
banks, moreover, would have no difficulty 
in meeting the demands made on them for 
gold, for to the extent that their currency 
is based on bonds, even if that currency 
should reach the vast sum of 1,000 millions, 
it would be necessary only to sell bonds at 
any time to meet the demands. If such a 
call should amcunt even to $100,000,000 of 
gold it would require the sale of only one- 
tenth of the bonds assumed to be held by

THE LATEST KANSAS FOLLY. 

The Kansas Populists are talking of put- 
ting a bill through the Legislature 
Mexican silver dollars a legal tender. But 
the Populist lawyers admit that those dol- 
lars cannot be made a legal tender for the 
payment of prior obligations. 

All the sweetness would be taken out of 
the law if it did not enable the impenitent 
debtors of Kansas to pay 100-cent debts 
with 50-cent dollars. No cheating could be 
done under a law which applied only to 
future ubligations. So it is not likely that 
there will be any Mexican dollar legisla- 
tion. 

Whether a State can make that dollar a 
legal tender where Congress has not made 
one it is very doubtful. It is not safe to as- 
sert that a State can make coins “ lawful 
money,” when the National Governnient, 
which has supreme control of the currency, 
does not recognize them as “ lawful 
money.” 

If, however, there are Kansans who 


want to carry on business among them-: 


selves with Mexican dollars,.they need no 
State law to do so. If a Populist store- 
keeper is willing to accept Mexican dollars 
from his customers the General Govern- 
ment will not forbid him, Ifa farmer were 
to sell his farm and take his pay in Mexican 
dollars that would be his affair. 7 

The men who sell land or other property 
on time can stipulate now, if they desire to 
do so, that the consideration shall be paid 
in Mexican dollars, The courts will uphold 
those contracts. 

Nothing will be gained by making Mex- 
ican silver dollars a legal tender in Kansas, 
if it can be done lawfully. For nobody can 
be cheated, except the State of Kansas. 
Nobody can be forced to sell his goods for 
those dollars if he does not choose to do so. 
Whoever sells property on time or loans 
good money can protect himself by stipulat- 
ing in the contract that payment be made in 
“lawful money of the United States.” 

But the State and its municipalities 
might have to take this cheap Mexican 
stuff for taxes. In that event they would 
be the losers, for they would have a lot of 
uncurrent money in their treasaries. If 
Kansans wish to embarrass their State and 
local governments they can do so, That is 
their affair.

AMERICAN.INDIANS AS LANDHOLDERS 


Progress and Possibilities of the Sev- 
eralty Allotment System. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—The unlooked 
for statement from Indian Territory that the 
five civilized tribes are now willing to accept 
severalty allotment on the payment to them 
of sums aggregating $40,000,000 brings up 

anew this important matter. 

The sum is prodigious, but if the alleged 
proposition should give to the United States 
all land-in the Territory remaining after the 
allotments, there would be that amount of 
set-off, as at least the valuable part of it 
inight be sold. 

[But it is not likely to fetch half the money. 
The 40 million demand is probably a bluff, 
with no expectation of getting half that sum, 
If Indian Territory were added to Okla- 
homa it would make as good a State agri- 
culturally as Arkansas, and not much in- 
ferior to Kansas.] 

But Mr. Dawes, who is at the head of the 
commission that has ‘been long at work, 
under the authority of Congress, among the 
five civilized tribes, had charge of the sev- 
eralty allotment law in the Senate when it 
was enacted, and is sometimes spoken of as 
the father of the system. It is true that the 
law itself specifically exempts the five tribes 
from its operation; but Mr. Dawes has not 
ceased his efforts to bring about an accept- 
ance of it among these tribes. 

As to the progress of allotment work 
among other Indians, it has gone on favor- 
ably during the.year which Commissioner 
Browning reports upon.. There were deliv- 
ered 159 patents to Kickapoos and 331 to 
Pottawatomies in Kansas, 337 to Nez Perces 
in Idaho, 11 to Cheyennes and Arapahoes 
and 627 to Poncas in Oklahoma, 4 to Winne- 
bagoesin Nebraska, 204 to Chippewas in Wis- 
consin, and 601 to Round Valley Indians in 
California. In addition there were issued 
but not delivered during that year 8&9 to 
Chippewas of Wisconsin and 830 to Sioux of 
South Dakota. Patents also were wepecoyes 
for 374 Southern Utes in Colorado, Warm 
Spring Indians in Oregon, 845 Jicarilla 
Apaches in New Mexico, and 470 Quapaws in 
Indian Territory. Schedules of allotments 
were also presented, but not acted upon, for 
683 Sioux in South Dakota, 1,866 Yakimas 
in Washington, 395 Hoopa Valley Indians in 
California, and 679 Gila Bend Indians in 
Arizona. These figures will give an idea of 
the scale on which allotment measures are 
carried out. 

The foregoing figures relate to reservation 
Indians only, and to them might be added 
1,100 allotments prepared on the Shoshone 
reservation, which, however, will more prop- 
erly fall under the current year’s record of 
accomplished work. But there are allotments 
also. for non-reservation Indians. Thus, -in 
the neighborhood of Susanville, in Califor- 
nia, about 300 Indians have applied for sev- 
eralty holdings, while an agent has been sent 
to the Duluth land district to investigate 
about 350 applications said to have been 
made there. Several hundred other similar 
instances are noted. 

The movement of Indians to get home- 
steads and of others to induce them to take 
such allotments must be set down among the 
most noteworthy of recent developments 
regarding the red race. Itisa little singular 
that the five tribes most fitted for severalty 
landholding are the latest to come to it; but 
this arises, no doubt, out of their exemption 
from the provisions of the law, and out of the 
other causes already noted.

LE ANDERSON, who tolt Judge 

Burke last week that a Deputy Sher- 

iff, unintentionally it seems, had 
erred in arresting him for James Gordon, ex- 
pects to confirm his story today. The al- 
leged error ‘eost him an unpleasant jail ex- 
perience. 

The key to the situation is said to be the 
finding of the real James Gordon yester- 
day. He was indicted on a charge of steal- 
ing a watch from Patrick McMahon. The 
supposed Gordon was found by a Deputy 
Sheriff in Armitage avenue, near Rockwell 
street, and locked up. 

sWhen Gordon was arrested originally and 
held for the theft he gave bonds. After his 
indictment a Deputy Sheriff went to the 
house of young Anderson, No. 329 West 
Ohio street, and arrested him under the 
belief that he was Gordon. The Deputy 
Sheriff said that he took Anderson before 
& man named Gallagher, who signed Gor- 
don’s bond, and asked him if the lad was 
Gordon. Gallagher said he was. Anderson 
thereupon was locked up. 

“They told me at the jail that my name 
was Gordon and I answered to that name 
after I was locked up,’’ said young Ander- 
son, in telling his story to Judge Burke. “I 
thought as long as they called me Gordon 
I'd have to answer to the name of Gordon. 
So when I was brought into court to plead 
to the indictment I pleaded not guilty under 
the name of Gordon.”’ 

‘Anderson is 17 years old and Gordon is 18. 

Patrick McMahon, when ’*he saw Ander- 
son, said he was not the boy who stole his 
watch. ry 

Anderson, when the case comes to trial 
before Judge Burke today, will be a witness 
against Gordon, who, he declares, con- 
fessed to him his guilt.

UDGE GOGGIN, fatigued by the 
Uy stream of habeas corpus ¢ases that 

came to his court, called a Malt 
yesterday. He did not change his mind 
about the merits of the levee cases, but he 
thougist the other Judges ought to take their 
share of the burden. For his part, he was 
ready to help in an endeavor to compel them 
to do so. His honor was tired of being made 
a sacrifice and scapegoat. 

‘‘ Nearly all these cases,” said the court, 
“ are cases of blackmail by men who pretend 
to be victims, but if the other Judges of this 
county are too cowardly to take these habeas 
corpus cases and act as justice and law de- 
mands, that is no reason why I should be 
compelled to hear allofthem. The law pro-. 
vides a penalty to meet the case of a Judge 
who refuses to issue a habeas corpus writ, 
and I wiN advance the costs to prosecute 
any Judge who violates the law in this 
respect. Hereafter I want any attorney who 
desires a writ to file his petition with the 
clerk of the court and let the clerk apportion 
the cases among the Judges. I am tired of 
making sacrifices and being made a scape- 
goat. The other Judges may be too moral 
and refined to touch such cases, but that is 
no reason why I should bea victim.” 

This declaration was made with character~ 
istic vigor when the case of Mabel Jennings 
had been dismissed for lack of prosecution.

According to Attorney Eugene BD. Prus- 
sing, who has been investigating the matter, 
the State will suffer no inconvenience from 
Judge Carter’s decision declaring the in- 
heritance tax law unconstitutional. 

Mr. Prussing points out that the Legisla- 
ture in passing the law anticipated that it 
must be found unconstitutional, and at the 
especial session called in July last year it 
provided for the deficiency which the declar- 
ing of the law to be unconstitutional would 
make, * 

‘The fact is,” said Mr. Prussing yester- 
day, ‘‘ that while the inheritance tax law 
went into effect on July 1, 1895, a special 
session of the Legislature was called at 
that time to provide necessary revenue for 
State purposes, and it passed an act for 
that purpose.”’ 

The act was passed as an emergency 
measure on Aug. 2, 1895. Here it is: 

‘* Whereas, At the June session of the 
Twenty-ninth General Assembly in estimat- 
ing the income of the State for the next two 
years the income from inheritance tax was 
estimated at $1,000,000; and 

‘* Whereas, At the special session, in mak- 
ing the report upon the necesisty of addi- 
tional levy, the same amount was estimated 
as a reasonable share of the income from 
said tax; and 

‘Whereas, Sinca the making of said 
original levy, and also since the making of 
eaid report to this special session, the Su- 
preme Court of the State of Ohto has held 
an inheritance tax similar to the one passed 
in this State to be unconstitutional, thereby 
making it uncertain as to the constitution- 
ality of said law and the income to be derived 
from the same, and in order that there may 
be no doubt about sufficient levy to raise 
sufficient money to meet all the appropria- 
tions of the Thirty-ninth General Assembly, 
therefore 

“ Be it enacted, etc., That there ehall be 
raised, etc., the sum of $500,000 upon the as- 
sessed valuation of property for the year 
A. D. 1895 and $500,000 upom the assessed 
valuation of property for the year A. D. 
1896.”’ ; 

The point is made that the inheritance 
tax is levied for the benefit of the State at 
large and, while much,of the larger portion 
of it would come from Cook County under 
the present law, it is entirely to-be used for 
State purposes, and in fact reduces the taxes 
in all other count{es in the State much more 
than it would in Cook County. This is 
further aided by the exemptions provided by 
the law. Most estates go to the direct de- 
scendants or immediate relatives of de- 
ceased persons. Estates of that character 
under $20,000 In value are all exempt from 
the tax. About 80 per cent, of all the estates 
probated in this county are under $20,000, 
and perhaps the percentage outside of Cook 
County throughout the entire State of Il- 
linois is much larger than that. The result 
is that the great bulk of all estates are 
practically. untaxed under the present law, 
and the probability is that 75 per cent of 
whatever tax is collectible under the law 
would be paid in Cook County for the benefit 
of the State at large, for it is chiefly in this 
county that the large estates are found. 


INDIANA AVENUE OWNERS WILL FIGHT 


In Arms Against Beale’s Opinion, They 
Will Present Protests to Dow- 
ney on Saturday. 


War clouds which have been hanging heav- 
fly over Indiana avenue and the Chicago 
City railway company for some time grew 
darker and more threatening yesterday. 

Corporation Counsel Beale’s opinion, which 
was published exclusively in Tus TrrsunE 
yesterday, was the chief cause thereof. It 
pleased the street car people, but made pro- 
testing property-owners angry. They de- 
clared there would be fighting in earnest 
now. 

In reply to Commissioner Downey's re- 
quest for legal advice as to his duties Mr, 
Beale in substance informed him that prop- 
erty-owners had nothing to say when it 
comes to deciding whether trolley poles shall 
be in the center or at the sides of the street. 

' G. W. Haines, who represents the Improve- 
ment Association, called on Commissioner 
Downey and urged that he refrain from 
issuing a permit to the railway company 
until his clients could present more fully 
their side of the controversy. Mr. Downey 
sajd he would not do dnything until eve 
person desiring it has been given a chanc 
to be heard.

property-owners have to make on Saturda 
morning. Mr. Haines insisted they cou 
not proceed until their attorney, Mr. Bliss, 
returns from the East and puts their claims 
in shape for presentation. 

Mr. Downey declared it to be by far the 
most difficult problem he had encountered 
since taking the office of Commissioner.

He is my su- 
perior. In order to be sure of my position I 
asked him for an > on every question- 
able point involved.

Ido 
not Believe anybody can blame me if Iact in 
accordance with what he says is right and 
legal. However, I am not built upon the 
lines of a tmnan who always does exactly as 
he is told. Iam not prepared tosay, though, 
what my final decision will be,”

WILL TURNSTOCKSTODAY 


SECOND ACCOUNT TRADING ON THE 
LOCAL STOCK EXCHANGE, 


Speculation as to Its Effect on the 
‘Aetive Stocks—Diamond Match and 
West Chicago the Principal Stocks 
Being Traded In—South Chicago 
City Railway Increases Its Capital 
Stock from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000— 
Regarding Leasing of Distilleries.

Second account trading begins today on 
the local Stock Exchange, and there is a 
good deal of speculation as to the course the 
market will take as a result. At present 
there are three stocks being actively traded 
in—Diamond Match, West Chicago, and 
New York Biscuit. There fs no great 
amount of comment on New York Biscutt 
stock as to whether trading in the second 
acount will hélp or hurt it, but there was a 
good deal of taik yesterday about advances 
in Diamond Match and West Chicago, as a 
result of the short interest there is supposed 
to be in those stocks. There was an ad- 
vance in Diamond Match yesterday and also 
in West Chicago. Diamond Match opened 
at 120%, sold up to.133, and closed at 131%. 
West Chicago opened at 98, which was the 
highest quotation in several days. It went 
off before the close to 96%. Thetalk of short 
interest in Diamond Match continues, and 
it was said yesterday quite an effort had 
been made to borrow Match stock. The fact 
that there was supposed to be a short inter- 
est accounted for some of the advance shown 
in the opinion of many of the brokers, There 
are a good many who have bought stock 
looking for an advance, and these, with 
bankers and others, who are carrying Match 
stock, are all interested in an advance. There 
are only a few who have sold Match stock 
Short, and, in fact, gossip has only con- 
nected one man with short sales of any con- 
sequence, 

“It seems to be generally accepted that Mr. 
Yerkes will be able to take care of his stock 
on settlement day. This fact has made peo- 
ple rathér chary about getting too big a line 
of short stock in either West or North Chi- 
cago. .If Mr. Yerkes carries out the inten- 
tions with which he is credited, and pays 
for and locks up the West and North Chica- 
go stocks which he has going to him, it will 
clean up in pretty good shape the market for 
these securities. He announces to those 
who are interested he will be able to take 
care of all the stock bought for his account. 
If he should do so it will leave little-stock 
floating around. 

The stockholders of the South Chicago 
City raflway yesterday authorized an in- 
crease in the capital stock from $1,500,000 
to $2,000,000, The increase was in connec- 
tion with the extension recently built from 
Stony .Island avenue north of Sixty-fifth 
street to Sixty-fourth street, west on Sixty- 
fourth street to Madison avenue and north 
on Madison avenue to a connection with the 
Alley “L.”’ It is not Known whether this 
provides for the expense of the extension 
and loop. It has been said bonds will be 
issued to pay for the expense of the new con- 
struction and that stock will go with the 
bonds. The company now has outstanding 
$1,200,000 of 5 per cent bonds. No further 
construction is contemplated by the South 
Chicago City railway. The lines are now 
practically complete and officials say it is 
not their intention to make any further ex- 
tensions, at least for the present. 

The South Chicago City railway has near- 
ly forty miles of single track, covering sev- 
enteen miles of street frontage. It runs 
from a connection with the City railway, the 
Alley “ L,”’ and the Illinois Central railroad 
south on Stony Island avenue to Seventy- 
ninth street, with a branch line on Seventieth 
street running east from Stony Island, an- 
other branch line on Seventy-fifth street 
running from Grand Crossing to Windsor 
Park, and a continuation of the main line 
from Stony Island avenue east on Seventy- 
ninth street. There is a north and south 
line which skirts the lake front from Jack- 
son Park south through Windsor Park, Chel- 
tenham, South Chicago, and the intervening 
villages to Roby» There is 
which runs south on Commercial avenue to 
Seventy-ninth street, to One Hundred and 
Fourth street, turning into Torrence avenue 
and running south to One Hundred and 
Kighth street. There is a cross-town line 
on One Hundred and Eighth street from 
Torrence avenue into the Town of Roby. 
In addition to these lines the South Chicago 
City railway owns the Hammond, Whiting 
and East Chicago Street railway, which 
starts at Roby and runs to Hammond, West 
Hammond, and East Chicago, lying along 
ihe Calumet. The new loop at the north 
end which is just completed gives the com- 
pany direct connection with the elvated 
road, th cable lines, and the Illinois Central 
railroad. 

There has been gossip for several days 
regarding the leasing by the American 
Spirits company of some of the distilleries 
which are now outside the trust, and also of 
another trade agreement. There has been 
a fight going on between the trust and some 
of the smaller concerns, arid it is said the 
American Spirits company has arranged for 
the leasing of a numberof the outside dis- 
tilleries. EXx-President Greenhut of the 
American Distilling and Cattle Feeding com- 
pany said yesterday: 

‘“‘T see no signs of another trade agree- 
ment. Ever since the last agreement was 
made there has been overproduction, price- 
cutting, and contention. Perhaps it would 
be better to have no agreement. The dis- 
tilleries are starting up at Peoria, and there 


| has lately been improved demand for goods. 


The Atlas is running at 3,750 bushels a day. 
lhree other houses’ are doing about the 
same. The independent houses demand a big 
slice in any trade agreement that is made, 
and they certainly must be reckoned with.’’ 

The American Spirits company has been 
considering the matter of leasing some of 
the outside houses with an understanding 
that the price of spirits be regulated by the 
price of corn, and the lessee accept as rental 
a percentage of the profits. Outside holses 
are understood to have declined this propost- 
tion, on the ground they would thereby lose 
control of the trade they have builtup. The 
distributing company is said to be taking 
the ground that its codperation in any 
agreement will depend on the withdrawal of 
certain manufacturers from the Eastern 
market. There is said to be no mystery in 
the present deal in American Spirits, ex- 
cept the interests which have bought the 
securities freely keep in the background 
and will not emerge until the proper time. 
One of those interested says that some of the 
strongest people in the country saw in the 
Spirits trade an opportunity for a very 
profitable investment, considering the price 
of Spirits securities just before election. 
After carefully investigating the situation 
they reached the conclusion there was no 
reason why the business should not pay, in- 
stead of losing money for everybody en- 
gaged in it, as has been the case for practi- 
cally.a year. The new interests argue it 
will be easy to induce all the people in the 
trade: to come into an agreement which will 
put the business on a paying instead. of a 
losing business basis. The public will pay a 
fair price for spirits, stocks are pretty well 
run down, and a combination which could 
control could easily regulate the output so 
every interest could make money. 

The men who have the matter in charge 
are of sufficiént caliber to carry through 
their plans and they have not heretofore 
been identified with the distillers’ trade. If their 
plan is adopted there is no question about the busi- 
ness being run in a moneymaking way, and the 
securities of the American Spirits company would 
soon respond to the changed conditions. The 
problem is a simple one, for the distilling and 
distributing interests are controlled by a few 
men, all of whom want to make money. 
tired of the fight which has gone on so long to 
everybody's loss. Given a price for corn and a 
price for spirits, in which the Sugar companies’ 
principle of a fixed profit per unit is determined 
upon and rigidly adhered to, and all the parties 
in the business will make money, a larger or a 
smaller sum, according to the country’s demand 
for the goods. 

Local stocks yesterday were all fairly strong. 
and, in addition to the advances in West Chicago 
and Diamond Match, nearly all securities showed 
strength. The fact that today begins trading in 
the second account is likely to have a tendency 
to strengthen stocks materially.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Limited Dealings in Stocks, Confined 
Mostly to Professionals. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—Dealings in stocks were 
almost entirely professional today and were lim- 
ited in volume. CoVYering of shorts in London inci- 
dental to the first making up day for the fort- 
nightly settlement was responsible for higher quo- 
tations for American securities at that” center, 
although the easier trend of the money market 
there encouraged moderate buying for long ac- 
count. Tnese developments inspired a local cover- 
ing demand in the forenoon trading, but the sub- 
sequent putting out of new short Hines removed the 
chief element of support, and, together with rea- 
lizations and some liquidation, caused a late re- 
actiona movement in prices. In the first two 
hours of business the traders, following London's 
lead, succeeded in advancing many of the leading 
shares impcrtant fractions, the greatest improve- 
ment being noted in Louisville and Nashville, St. 
Paul, Burlington, and a few of the specialties. 
In the fnactive shares the gains were material. 
Great Northern preferred rose 3, to 122,.and Lake 
Shore 14%4 per cent, to 152%. The persistent goselp 
regarding the alleged tmpending consolidation of 
the local gas interests was refiected in a rise of 2 
er cént in Consolidated Gas. Leather preferred 
mproved % per cent in sympathy with the general 
list, but around midday developed weakness which 
became quite pryncunees on disappointment as to 
the amount of dividend declared namely r 
cent. In some outside cirtles expectations of a 
disbursement of 3 or even 4 per cent had been 
excited. The official announcement was followed 
by a rapid slump of 4% per cent, to 62%. The dis- 
bursement makes 2 per cent distributed in the vear 
and leaves in arrears 20 cumulative dividend pay- 
ments. The belief that the dividend deciared to- 
day would be more substantial was fostered by 
the recent continued favorable report as to the 
eonditions of the company’s business on account 
of the improvement in the trade.

Blenheim, Oxfordshire, Eng., Nov. 24.— 
{[Copyright, 1896, by the New York Journal.] 
—It was not until the early hours of this 
morning that the entertainment provided hy 
the Duke and Duchess of Marlborcugh for 
the edification of the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, the Princess Victoria, and the 
Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark 
was exhausted. Even then, late as was the 
hour, the guests did not at once retire, In 
the presence of so large a royal party as that 
now assembled at Blenheim Palace there is 
always a feeling of restraint, and however 
intimate the} relations of the less exalted 
members of \the party may be upon other 
occasions, on| those such as that under no- 
tice there is a barrier that checks the way 
to a free exercise of the usual conventionali- 
ties and free intercourse of life. 

When the royal guests had retired, how- 
ever, there came such an opportunity, and 
fully was advantage taken of it. 

This has been a somewhat quiet day, but 
despite the late hours which so many of 
the palace guests kept last night they were 
all astir early. 

For the majority of the men there was 
rabbit shooting in the high park. Blenheim 
is infested with rabbits. Indeed, they are 
now as closely preserved here as in some 
other places they are exterminated. 

Slaughter of Rabbits. 
In this country rabbit shooting is fre- 


quently called the poor man’s sport, but the 
fashion in which it is conducted on the Mar'!- 


' borough estate gives the lie at once to such 


an assertion. In short, it is carried out on 
such an enormous scale that it amounts to 
absolute slaughter. 

For instance, this morning there were 
eight guns out, and as a result of the efforts 
of those behind them 1,807 rabbits (or hare) 
and seventy-three pheasants were bagged— 
or, perhaps, to be more correct, vanned— 
because what fell to the guns was collected 
by the keepers and thrown into four-wheeled 
vans, which were drawn away, as they were 
filled, by teams of gray Kentucky mules, 
which were purchased by the late Duke of 
Marlborough. 

The Marquis of Londonderry, Sir Samuel 
Scott, Mr. George Curzon, Earl of Gosford, 
Mr. Henry Chaplin, Maj.-Gen. Ellis, and 
Mr. W..H. Grenfell were the other members 
of the shooting party. Prince Charles ef 
Denmark and Mr. Arthur Balfour did not 
go out shooting. Both of these gentlemen 
occupied their time until luncheon in cycling 
in the park in company with several ladies. 

A number of photographs of places of in- 
terest which abound in the vast demesne 
were taken, and.at noon those who were 
not shooting assembled at the palace, from 
whence a gay cavalcade proceeded to the 
High Lodge, where they took luncheon with 
the sportsmen. 


Memories of the Duke of Rochester. 


High Lodge is a remarkable specimen of 
classic architecture which lies in the older 
portion of the park between the Villages 
of Combe and Bladon. The view from this 
spot is truly magnificent. It stands on 
some of the highest ground in the district, 
from which an unrestricted landscape, cov- 


passed. 

Here lived and died the notorious Earl of 
Rochester, who in the time of the second 
Charles was Ranger of the royal forest of 
Woodstock. In all the orgies of the prof- 
ligate court of that monarch Rochester 
led the way, and for five years at least, it is 
said, he never was. sober. 

High Lodge, which contains many his- 
toric pictures and tapestries, is now used 
as a shooting box. 

The Princess of Wales was driven to the 
luncheon by the Duchess of Marlborough. 
Between these two there seems already to 
have sprung up a mutual admiration, which 
is not for a moment to be wondered at when 
the many charming attributes possessed by 
both are considered. 

I. have said rabbit shooting in Blenheim 
Park its a remarkable pastime; so, indeed, it 
proved today. The ground in the vicinity of 
High Lodge is closely overgrown with brack- 
en and thick stunted ground growth which 
literally teems with rabbits. Through this 
mass roads or drives are cut, the intersec- 
tions being made with more or less mathe- 
matical precision, alternately from right 
to left. The rabbits are driven by an army 
of beaters. The guns stand in one of the 
drives, and as the rabbits are driven across 
their path they are shot down. 


Prince of Wales as a‘Hunter. 


In the bright sunshine this morning the 
scene was a remarkable one. The Duke of 
Marlborough did not carry a gun, but con- 
tented himself with superintending the beat- 
ing and took charge generally of the keep- 
ers and beaters. The place of honor was, of 
course, given to the Prince of Wales, who 
was dressed in a suit of dark green tweed 
and soft Homburg hof of the same color. 
His Roya] Highness is still a good shot and 
but few rabbits he aimed at are stillrunning 
about. He has, however, now to Bive way 
to the Duke of York, who, since his mar- 
riage, when he ahandoned his active career 
in the navy, has become one of the best 
game shots in England. 

The Duke of Marlborough looked a thor- 
ough-going sportsman in a gray tweed suit, 
with brown high-legged field boots. Through- 
out the day he was unremitting in his direc- 
tion of his green velvet-coated keepers and 
army of dun-clothed and red-capped beat- 
ers. It was almost dark when the shooting 
ceased and from the moment it commenced 
until dark, with an exception of the luncheon 
interval, the fusillade, which at a very short 
distance sounded much as if a battalion of 
infantry were being exercised in the field, 
the firing was kept up so steadily. 


Brilliant Drawing-Room Scene. 


Tonight the house party is undisturbed 
either by departures or fresh arrivals. The 
scene in the state apartments as the guests 
assembled before dinner was, if anything, 
more brilliant than last evening. The 
Duchess of Marlborough, who exercises a 
spell of absolute fascination over her friends, 
was resplendent in a black gown, slightly 
relieved with white, and worqa number of 
exquisite jewels. It was remarked it would 
be difficult to choose a more handsome or 
distinguished pair than the Princess of 
Wales and the young Duchess.

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SAVAGE AS ASSISTANT TO COLLYER. 


Boston’s Eminent Divine Goes to New 
York—Dr. Edward Everett Hale 
on Other Denominations, 


New York, Nov. 23.—Altogether it was a 
notable service that of the historié Unitarian 
Church of the Messiah, Thirty-fourth street 


and Park avenue, last night. First of all, 


the Rev. Minot J. Savage, D. D., pastor for 
twenty-one years of the Unity Church, Bos- 
ton, was installed as an assistant to take 
the burden off the shoulders of the venerable 
Dr. Rebert Collyer in the presence of a 
congregation that filled the church to over- 
flowing. 

And Boston’s famous preacher-author, the 
Rev. Edward Everett Hale, took occasion 
in the sermon of the evening to broil his 
brethren of other Christian denominations 
on the hot coals of his irony. 

For some years Dr. Collyer has felt his 
age—he is 72—a bar to further continuing 
the work of his prosperous church. Time 
and again he has offered his resignation to 
the trustees, only to ve begged to stay. This 
year, however, Dr. Collyer proposed to corm- 
promise, and the trustees accepted it. 

It was that he should select an assistant, 
who in reality would. be the guider of the 
church work, while he remained on as 
pastor emeritus, Dr. Collyer selected Dr, 
Savage, known as ohe of the most aggressive, 
up-to-date Unitarians,in all New ingland, 
In honor of his advent all the ministers of 
this faith in this neighborhood were pres- 
ent. 

Hardly had the Rev. Dr. Hale read his 
text, which was, *‘ ‘The common. people heard 
him gladly,’’. before he sailed into the re- 
ligion of the other. great Christian bodies 
without gloves. 

“It is more than seventy years ago,” said 
he, “‘ that the first Unitarian doctrine was 
heard in New York City. It was very bold, 
gaid people. It was regarded as rank New 
England heresy: Not so; it was the out- 
growth of our political freedom. 

“The Christianity now preached in three 
out of four pulpits in this city eighty years 
ago would have been heresy. The great re- 
ligious corporations know their doom is 
sealed. What chance has a young preacher 
in New York’s churches today? Penances, 
named and unnamed, are in store for him 
if he says, ‘ Thus God saith!’ I realize that 
if he is three score and ten and has a strong- 
hold he may found an tndependent church. 
But what can he do if he is a young Bt, 
Paul? 

‘* Fifteen years ago the most learned men 
of England and America revised the old 
Bible. How was this great work received 
by the great religious corporations? Did 
they melt down the oW stereotype plates 
that preserved the errors of the dark ages? 
What did the great Bible Society do? It 
pointed out that the charter forbade the new 
Bible. They are printing the old Bible to- 
day{ they’ll print it tomorrow. 

“The Church of Rome, the Church of En- 
gland, the Presbyterian Church,,the Mor- 
mon Church—they'’re all the same. Despis- 
ing the things that are before, they worship 
the things behind Our Presbyterian breth- 
ren, with prestige, wealth, and dignity, 
clamp the dogmas of the dark ages over the 
mouths of men taught by Darwin, Le 
Compte, and Emerson.. Our Baptist breth- 
ren are so afraid that they won’t permit 
convocations or conferences. Our Methodist 
friends have to do away with creed; theirs 
is a religion of love. 

‘We and our friends, the Universalists, 
are one in preaching the truth. The king- 
dom of God is at hand!”’

MARKET HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIVES 


Suapplies and Prices of Poultry and 
Game for the Thanksgiving Board 
in South Water Street. 


Poultry advanced half a cent a pound yes- 
terday as the Thanksgiving demand mate- 
rialized. in big proportions. . The supplies 
coming in are large, but prices are liable to 
advance every day now until Thanksgiving 
is past. The receipts of dressed poultry yes- 
terday were almost as large as the entire 
run of last week. 

Fancy, plump, dry-picked turkeys, dressed, 
sold in South Water street at 11% cents a 
pound, and the same grade alive at 9% cents 
@pound. Fairly good turkeys can be bought 
dressed at 9% and 10% cents inthe street. 

The retail market price of spring chickens, 
dressed, is 8 cents and 9 cents a pound for 
the best, and choice, fat ducks cost 10% and 
11 cents a pound. 

Squirrels cost 60 cents a dozen, opossums 
40 and 50 cents apiece, jack rabbits $2.50 and 
$8 a dozen, mallard ducks 40 and 50 cents 
apiece, woodcock $3 a half dozen birds, and 
quail 75 cents a half dozen. 

The nicest tHing in the shape of roast pig 
is the kind weighing about eighteen pounds 
dressed. These can be bought in South 
Water street from $1.50 to $2.
